WASHINGTON, March 28. — 
(UP)—Fo r the seco nd time within 
a year the Supreme Co urt has al­ 
tered its viewpo int o n a majo r 
co nstitutio nal questio n to agree 
with Justice Hugo L. Black. 
In May 1938, Black urged that 
the century-o ld do ctrine o f recip­ 
ro cal immunity o f state and fed­ 
eral emplo yes be o verruled. Yes­ 
terday, the co urt specifically o ver­ 
ruled that do ctrine and decreed 
that no co nstitutio nal bar exists 
to recipro cal taxatio n o f state and 
federal emplo yes. 
Disco rd Do ctrine 
In February, 1938, Black, Presi­ 
dent Ro o sevelt’s first appo intee 
to the high co urt, urged that fed­ 
eral co urts sho uld be bo und, in 
matters no t co vered by written 
law, by rules o f the co urts o f the 
state in which they are sitting. In 
April 1938, the co urt pro mulgated 
such a rule, and specifically dis­ 
carded an 1842 do ctrine pro viding 
that in such cases federal co urts 
must exercise their o wn judgment.

FRANCO FACES HUGE TASK OF 
REBUILDING WAR-TORN SPAIN 


PARIS, March 28,— (UR)—Spain started to balance 
the ledgers o f almo st three years o f civil strife to day at the 
end o f a “little wo rld war” in which so -called Fascist and 
Leftist po wers clashed o n the battlefield.

It would (says 
the report from within Mr. Wal­ 
lace’s own department) eliminate 
a free mark et, destroy merchan­ 
dizing organizations and the fu­ 
ture contracts system.

Certainly Santa Ana should not go into the 
house-building business in competition with priv ­ 
ate business, as this mov e would cause them to 
do.

We hav e had an opportunity to observ e at 
close hand houses that were built and operated 
by the gov ernment. In Lorain, Ohio, the gov ern­ 
ment built about 400 houses at a cost of about 
$8000 each during the war. During the ship-build­ 
ing period, the houses were rented to ship-builders 
and after the war was ov er they were rented to 
any kind of a tenant. 
It soon dev eloped that the people occupying 
these .houses would not pay the rent and the offi­ 
cers in charge would not make them mov e be­ 
cause it might offend some v oter who had a v ote 
which helped to elect the official who appointed 
the man in charge. 
Finally, the houses were put up at auction and 
» old at less than one-fourth of their cost. 
And as in this instance, people who occupied 
any houses built in Santa Ana would either not 
make the payments or pay the rent and the gov ­ 
ernment would soon hav e a lot of dilapidated 
houses on its hands. In addition to the waste 
of money, it would only further spoil those occu­ 
pying the buildings. They would soon come to 
believ e that gov ernment owed them better houses; 
that they were entitled to things which other peo­ 
ple could not hav e for the same price. It would be 
a v ery' bad precedent to establish in our com­ 
munity. The city officials will be following demo­ 
cratic principles by refraining from establishing 
the authority.

(Detroit Free Press) 
Herr Hitler’s treacherous and forcible absorp­ 
tion of the remains of Czechoslov akia (with the 
exception of the tongue of land Hungary took) 
brings a show'down in the European arena defi­ 
nitely closer. 


This does not of necessity mean that w'ar has 
come closer, though it may hav e. 
But the day of final decision between Berlin 
and the remainder of Europe draws near, or the 
signs and portents are highly misleading. 
London and Paris manifestly hav e giv en up the 
idea of “ appeasement” as a bad job. 
The “ Pact of Munich” is dead. The nav al agree­ 
ment between Great Britain and Germany is dying. 
Moscow has wakened to the threat to her borders 
and her security, and has denounced Hitler in 
terms more emphatic than measured. 
Practically all Europe outside the Scandinav ian 
area is in process of mobilization, or is preparing 
for mobilization. 


France has accepted a sev en-month long v irtual 
dictatorship to enable her to proceed more rapid­ 
ly; and the British Gov ernment is getting things on 
a pre-war emergency basis. 
Rumania, expecting to be the next object of 
Nazi attack, and suspicious of her neighbor Hun­ 
gary, has gone on a war basis and is appealing 
to the big democracies for help. 
Italy is saying little, but has been mobilized 
for years and should be in a position to do a 
lot of high-class trading if so inclined. 
Hitler and his Nazis, alone except for possible 
aid from II Duce, are putting up a belligerent 
front, and are talking loudly of their superior 
strength. 
Their public position is that what they hav e 
« rabfaed they are going to keep no matter what 


ment. Instead of curing it, they only aggrav ate it 
and make it more deep-seated. 
No, we cannot produce more than we can con­ 
sume. We are not animals. Our wants increase 
infinitely more rapidly than our ability to supply 
these wants.

I’m not writing this because I 
seek your job in 1940. I hav e no 
political ambitions and am not in 
politics. I’m simply interested in 


foolish or intimidated toilers, and 
all other breeds of social para­ 
sites who prey on the production 
of others. Most ev eryone w-’ho has 
giv en the subject sound thought 
will agree that a fair wage for 
each w'orker is the wealth pro­ 
duced by his own work, or pay 
equal to his production. 
Now for the wise method of ar­ 
riv ing at this fair wage. 
I take 
this to mean a plan of operation 
under which 
each 
worker will 
come nearest to being paid an 
amount equal to his production. 
For the dwindling few who are 
practically the sole producers and 
sellers of the fruits of their own 
labor the question of fair wages 
is not so hard to answer. 
With 
the mass production methods un­ 
der which most modern commodi­ 
ties are produced, and the exten- 
siv e and complicated systems of 
distribution; the part that each 
indiv idual engaged in the enter- 
prise actually contributes to the 
ultimate price of the product is 
more difficult to determine. 
To be sure there are plenty of 
political parasites, and would'like 
to be parasites who would be only 
too glad to poke official beaks in­ 
to the proceeds of productiv e in­ 
dustry and attempt 
to 
prorate 
what was left of the national in­ 
come, after they had taken out 
theirs of course, among the v ari­ 
ous workers and owners of capital 
according to the part they judged 
each had played in its production. 
Possibly not so foolish as some of 
the action the gov ernment has and 
is taking, but it would be a v ery 
unwise method of arriv ing at fair 
wages. President Roosev elt’s New 
Deal 
administration 
has 
done 
nothing so beneficial to the nation 
as putting on a v ery conv incing 
but costly demonstration of the 
folly of gov ernmental interference 
in the intricate operations of pri­ 
v ate industry. 
wisest method of arriv ing 
at fair wages is on an honest open 
competitiv e basis. 
Instead of bas­ 
ing 
wages 
on 
time 
employed* 
wages should be based on unit 
production. 
Instead of limiting 
competition by ov erbearing unions, 
intimidations 
an d 
monopolies; 
competitors should be barred only 
by arrogant or dishonorable ac­ 
tion on their own part. 
Instead 
of gov ernment trying to run or 
rum what little priv ate employ­ 
ment there is left; and hoping to
